TURNING THE TABLES. 


D e n v e r , Colo.,N ov. 16.—Two million 
dollars in property and eight miles of 
tim ber w ent up in smoke in the foot 
hills of Boulder county yesterday, and 
a t midnight there was little prospect 
of the flames being checked. A furious 
snow storm has set in, but this only 
adds to the terrors of the situation, for 
there are from 800 to 1,500 people 
homeless 
and 
flying 
before 
the 
flames, 
which threaten to block 
th eir 
path 
every moment. 
The 
tow ns of Gold Hill, Ward, Sunset and 
Copper Rock were in the path of the 
fire, and the latter is the only one of 
which anything remains. 
Among the 
destroyed property are some of the 
best mines in the county, but their con­ 
dition can not be learned as yet, 
as there is 
no 
means 
of 
com­ 
m unicating 
w ith the 
district ex­ 
cept through the fugitives who are 
arriving in the valley towns. 
Late re­ 
ports from Ward say the town can not 
possibly be saved. 
Ward has a popu­ 
lation of 1,000, Gold Hill 500, Copper 
Rock 300, while all the way through 
the hills are small settlem ents th at 
are 
not 
down 
on 
the 
map. 
Many 
of 
the 
families 
escaped 
from the flames by 
seeking ref­ 
uge in mining tunnels until the fire 
•w ept past, when they emerged and 
made their way to the valley, tired 
and exhausted. 
At 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon a heavy wind came from the 
west and the thermometer went down 30 
degrees, accompanied by a snow storm. 
Among the im portant mines at Gold 
H ill for which fears are expressed are 
the Alliance and Cash Beerkin.

courier 
reports 
the destruction of 
about one half of the property of 
Camp Talcott and Prussian mine and 
m ill. 
The tim ber around Gold Lake 
has been swept bare by the flames. 
Many people are reported injured. 
B o u l d e r , Colo., Nov. 
16.—Over 
300 
men are fighting the fire approaching 
West Gold Hill, which seems to sweep 
everything before it in its trend of the 
m ountains and through the 
valley 
ranches. 
Women and children are 
arriving in this city for protection and 
the scene is one of excitement and de­ 
struction. 
Sunset will be wiped out 
before morning if the wind continues 
in th a t direction. 
Ward is said to be 
safe. One life is reported lost. 


T E N N E SSE E FO R E ST F IR E S. 


L iv es L ost an d M ach P rop erty D evoured 
by th e F lam es. 
J a c k s o n , Tenn., Nov. 
16.—Forest 
fires are raging near this city and ad­ 
joining towns. At M illington a negress, 
Fannie Woods, was in her cabin when 
it caught fire and the flames ap­ 
proached so rapidly and enveloped the 
house sp completely she was unable to 
escape. 
Another victim was a 9-year- 
old boy, son of Pitt Ray. 
The remains 
of a man were discovered near Big 
Creek bottom, but his identity is un­ 
known. 
Vast fields of cotton have 
been burned and miles of fences de­ 
stroyed. 
A train of fifteen cars loaded 
w ith cotton on the Tennesse Midland 
railroad caught fire as it was leaving 
the city, and before the flames could 
be stopped and the cars removed out 
of danger one containing forty bales 
was completely destroyed.

The prisoner was 
taken from the jail to the court house 
and sentenced to tw enty years in the 
penitentiary. 
On account of the large 
crowd on the outside of the court 
house the militia, IOO strong, was 
afraid to attem pt to take the prisoner 
to the train. 
He was kept in the court 
house, and at 6:30 p. rn., while some 
persons were pounding on the court 
house door,the militia, which was on the 
inside, fired through the doors into the 
crowd, killing five and injuring tw enty 
persons. 
Since then Coroner Edwards 
has been holding an inquest. 
Col. 
Coit refused to come here and testify. 
Last evening the coroner rendered a 
verdict, finding th at the men killed 
were innocent of any crime, and in­ 
tim ating they were victims of the 
haste of the sheriff and Col. Coit, in 
charge of the militia.

much provocation the national guard 
must first have before firing to kill in 
an effort to save property or the lives 
of prisoners.

such stock one half of their value.

No one of the relations that 
man can bear to his environment can 


brought it right. 
It is eternal law, it

doctrine of laissez faire, is perfectly 
useless; ysu cannot do it.

^was called upon by a G azette reporter 
soon after bis com m unication was re ­ 
ceived, and in response to a question, 
he said th a t th e danger was a grave 
one. 
“ I once knew of a case in Pennsyl­ 
vania w hen an epidemic of 
typhoid 
fever broke o u t,” he said, “ and it was 
traced back to th e 
sew erage th a t 
floated into the tow n from a sew er lo­ 
cated thirtean miles aw ay.

w ater myself. ‘Boiled ice w ater' would 
be a new drink, and one th a t I do not 
th in k I should like.
